OR several .months of this 'year one could hardly

enough to offer the highest reward to a man who would 
b>? willing to mail the managers of the Reno newspapers 
a small pox scab or a dynamite bomb. And meanwhile the 
air of the desert echoed to the refrain that a "Knocker" 
•B-as "no good;" that he had no Jit place in the eternal 
scheme of thing", and that if there was one i/iins the 
new gold (amps iJespised more than "wild tat" mines anil 
bad whisky it was a "knocker." 


It was therefore with something of a shotk that on our 


picking up the last issue of the Tonopah Miner our as- 
tounded gaze fell on the following paragraph: 


"Old 
Virginia City, of Comstock fame, employs motv 


men and makes less noise—and levies more assessments— 
than any other mining camp in Nevada." 


That looks all right and sounds all right at first glance, 


but there Is a scorpion sting in the clause embraced by 
dashes—"and levies mo-e assessments." 


There is a "knock" if ever such a thing as a 'knock'" 


existed. There is a "knook" if ever there was such a thing 
as a steam hammer "knock." 


And the pity of it is that it should fall on the peaceful 


old Comstock, the mother of all Nevar'a mining camps, 
the root and source of every mining discovery ever made 
in Nevada, not excepting even Tonopah; the cause of the 
building of the Virginia & Truckee Railroad, which led to 
the building of the Carson & Colorado Railroad, without 
which the TVmopa11 Railroad would never have been 
thought of. 


And another pity :s that vry likely 
th<- "knock" is 


unmerited in more ^ays than one. 
As for assessments 


proper the Conn-lock certainly does take the medal, hut 
the sale of treasury stock, to our way of thinking, is 
only an indirect method of levying assessments, and if 
anyone should tell you there has been no sale of treasury 
clock in Tonopah during the past four years you can put 
him down as a disciple of Ananias.

Transplanting Big Tr«e» 


The work of transplanting big trees 


is perhaps the most wonderful of all 
the feats which the landscape gar- 
dener of today accomplishes The usual 
method employed In transplanting a 
bl( tree la «* follows: When the hole 
ha* been Jug around the roots the tree 
if pulled over on one side and the ex- 
cavated earth i* thrown under It. It Is 
then pulled In the opposite way, ana 
the hole is again filled up, the process 
being continued until the tree Is grad- 
ually ulltted and may be easily low- 
ered on to wooden supports erected for 
the purpose. 
Any branches that may drag on the 


ground are now securely tied up, and 
any necessary trimming Is attended 
to.

He was too old, so he 
said, to hope to enjoy the fortune that 
awaited his touch and asked Mr. Hard- 
ing to go and work the property. He 
gave him a crude sketch of the coun- 
try showing the location of the mine.

would he could not find the mine. Time 
and nature had successfully effaced all 
marks left by the oU miner. It was 
not until Sunday said Mr. Harding 
yesterday that he stopped to rest and 
accidentally uncovered certain marks 
made by the original locator. A short 
time afterward lie had uncovered the 
ledge, an immense body of pure white 
quartz in which gold can be seen with 
the unaided eye.
